They never ex- 
aggerate comfort in Frajce. You have 
as many candles as you will pay for, 
and no bath, unless you order it, when 
men laboriously bring you a tub filled 
with hot or cold water, and take it 
away after you have bathed. 


We exasperate very much the sup- 


posed good living In France. To go to 
a hotel in Paris to live we must expect 
out of the season very little good food, 
very little that is sustaining and nour- 
ishing. It is "all sauce." There are no 
good joints of mutton, no good Ameri- 
can desserts. This is an especial dis- 
comfort to the siclc, who never get 
good toast, good custard, good tapioca 
pudding, nor oysters that they like.

The real cause of 
the war is tbe ambition of tbe rich in 
Englund who have large interests in 
tbe Transvaal, and who desire more of 
the rich mining interests in tbat 
ooantry. 


Herbert Spenoer, John Morley and 


nuny others of the wisest and best 
ni3U in England are doing all they can 
do to recall tbe people from the pur- 
Bait of the Boers. Tne Boers under 
•land tbe cause much better than tbe 
people of Eugland. They know tbat 
their country is sought to make for- 
tones for a few meu, and these men, 
•whose pockets will be filled as a result 
of tbe war, if successful, will reap a 
benefit, which will be the price of 
England's humiliation before the civ- 
ilized world. 


The English in South Africa who 


know the real cause of tbe war are 
opposed to it and are in opposition to 
its prosecution. 
Tbe intellect and 


conscience of England are against the 
war because the more intelligent art 
aware of the villainy that is the foun- 
dation and cause of tbe trouble. 


The money power, to further its 


eff jrts to rule tbe earth, will if per 
milled to rule tbe government of the 
nations, drench the earth with blood. 
The greater cause for shame to the- 
intelligence of the age :s the dominion 
by tbe money power in tbe Uuitert 
States. It has attacked liberty ant) 
individual right to liberty and tbe 
pnrsuit of happiness in the land of it- 
birtn, and has almost destroyed it 
with the consent of a misinformed 
people, who will, when it is too lati, 
resret the work that has been doop, a- 
the better class of the people of Euv- 
Imrt r«eret its work against the Boei 
republic. 


Tbe wickedness of tbe money power 


has become bold and it has cast atidt 
its mask, termed philantropby and 
progress, and it is engaged in itt- 
eatanie work of misery and death to 
tbe free on the earth. Freedom and 
free meu it has no use for, and wbei- 
ever freedom has d foothold on tie 
Oirthiswnere it is engaged ic doii g 
its most villainous work, and in tbe 
United States more particularly is thi 
center of its vile and debasing efforts 
to enslave mankind. 


Freedom sought a resting place in 


the wilderness where it could grow and 
expand secure from the menaces oi 
tyranny. In the great republic liberty 
had become too strong to be overcome 
by gun powder, and tbe money power, 
which is a political freebooter, has 
•ought it out and by insidious work its
